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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lai 
et al in view of Susoev. Lai et al disclose a blind comprising a headrail 10, a bottom rail 
101 , a plurality of slats 1 1 supported by ladder tapes, lift cord 122 having a knot 23,23E, 
and a lift lock 121 . While Lai et al do not specifically set forth the knot as having a 
dimension greater than the gate of the lift lock, Susoev discloses a blind comprising lift 
cords 44 having a knot 48 of a dimension greater than the ring 46 so as to prevent it 
from being pulled therethrough, wherein, to incorporate this teaching into the lift cord of 
Lai et al for the purpose of preventing the lift cord from being pulled through the lift lock 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. As to claims 3 and 4, the 
claimed knot is nothing more than an obvious variation of the knots as disclosed by Lai 
et al and Susoev.
